Market Then Confessed 


$400, 000 Shortage. 


The careful scheme by which 
Frank IL. Berryhill, former sales- 
manager and a director of the First 
National Company, investment sub- 
sidfary of the First National Bank 
fn St. Louis, was able to play the 
stock market on other people's 
money for. more than a year, was 
explained today by Henry T. Fer- 
riss, executive vice president of the 
company. 

Berryhill, as has been told, con- 
fessed through his attorney, Sig- 
mond M. Bass, last week, that he 
had embezzled $400,000 in bonds 
belonging to four of his customers. 


Of the amount misappropriated, 
about $300,000 was lost In the mar- 
ket, Bass said. The remainder 
stands to Berryhill’s credit in his 
account at a downtown brokerage 
house. 

The customers’ desire to be free 
from worry about clipping coupons 
and reinvesting bonds, their confi- 
dence in Berryhill, their unfamil- 
iarity with the company’s methods 
of receipting and the fact that the 
investment firm is owned by stock- 
holders of the First National Bank, 
all helped Berryhill’s stheme, Fer- 
riss explained. 

How’ He Got Hold of Securities. 

“Take just one of the customers 
for example,”” Ferriss said. ‘This 
man lives out of town and is mov- 
ing about all the time. Berryhill’s 
argument was that as sales man- 
ager of an investment company, he 
could save the customer inconven- 
lence. 

“The customer had to keep his 
securities some place ,and- moving 
about as ‘he was, St. Louis suited 
him as well-as any other town. The 
‘man might be out of town when 
coupons were ready to be clipped 
from some of his bonds. If they 
were not clipped promptly, the 
owner would lose interest and use 
of the money. Then, some of the 
securities might fall due, and the 
money would need to be reinvested. 
Or the bonds might be called for 
pre-payment. 

“Berryhill told the customer he 

could take careof all details’ con- 
cerning the bonds, if the customer 
would leave them in his hands. 
Generally speaking, we don’t do 
that kind of business. It is the 
funcifen of a trust company and 
we are in the business of buying 
and selling mortgages, bonds and 
other. securities. But Berryhill said 
he’d do it for these particular cus. 
tomers. “He took their bonds and 
gave them a_ receipt, signed by 
himself, as sales manager. That is 
contrary to our practice. If some- 
one leaves securities with me, for 
sale, reinvestment, or exchange, I 
turn them in to the cashier and 
get a receipt from him which I 
give to the customer. The securi- 
ties then have been received by the 
company and not by me an indi- 
vidual, 
“Berryhill, instead of turning in 
the bonds he got, slipped them in- 
ito his desk, and the next day, 
posted them as collateral with his 
broker. : 

Kept Up Interest Payments. 
“Now here’s where he was 
smart. He kept track of them, and 
when the coupons were due, he 
either was able to clip and send 
them to the customers, or he sent 
them the amount of money the 
coupons called for. If he sent the 
money he purchased a cashier's 
check from the First National 
Bank, and sent ft. Of course the 


Icheck looked authoritative, but 


anyone with the money can buy a 
cashier’s check.

The Bank of Coral Gables, the 
third of the affiliated institutions, 
had deposits of $606,598 and re- 
sources of $743,759.

Louis today and sentenced to 18 
months in Leavenworth peniten- 


tiary. Kmetz is 43 years old, a 
¢oal miner and lives in Benton, II. 


Kmetz had written posing as a 


the cross-eyed miner on the stand. 
They had advanced a total of $151 
railroad fare for “brides” who 
never arrived. Kmetz, a Czecho- 
Slovakian who met his own wife 
through the malls, admitted using 
the names Of Julia Sopak, Emily 
Kmetz and Mary Lepi. 

In 1928, he testified, his wife 
left him. He obtained Julia as 
a housekeeper. His wife returned 
and ousted the housekeeper. So, 
he related, he found a hus- 
band for Julia through the 
mails and she departed. He 
thought she had “gone to her man” 
and, he declared, knew nothing of 
the money sent for railroad fare. 
He had not seen Julia to have 
her testify. His wife is still at 
home. 

Similarly, Emily was his sister- 
in-law, he asserted, who likewise 
had departed after he found her 
a mail-order husband. He knew 
nothing about a check for Emily 
which had been raised from $19 
to $100, except that he indorsed it 
for his relative.

Objections to P. BR. 
To the Editor ef the Post-Dispatch : 
EFORE accepting proportional rep- 
resentation as a solution for our 
present political difficulties, we had bet- 
ter observe its defects. 

Unless a large percentage of the voters 
can be induced to express a second or 
a third choice, any system of proportion- 
al representation will fail. In view of 
this fact, consider the tendency of the 
American voter. 


American voter does not care to express 
an alternate choice. It is his candidate 
or none. That education can change 
this ingrained habit is highly problem- 
atical. 

Under a system of proportional! repre- 
sentation elections would become even 
more complicated than they are at pres- 
ent. Since the system can only be used 
in electing plural executives (e. g.. mem- 
bers of legislative bodies, etc.), a system 
similar to the one we now employ must 
be used in the election of single execu- 
tives (e. g.. GovergRKors, Secretaries of 
State, Constables, etc.). As a result pro- 
portional representation would add to 
the confusion of our already muddled 
and complex election machinery. 

Then, too, the possibility of error in 
tabulating ballots will be increased a 
hundredfold. Greater inaccuracy, both 
accidental and premeditated, would seem 
the inevitable outcome of shifting bal- 
lots from first to second, or from ‘second 
to third, choice. Anyone who has per- 
formed the laborious task of counting 
ballots even under our present system 
will attest the fact that to increase the 
possible sources of error would be highly 
inadvisabie. 

In France, under the group system of 
politics, proportional representation is 
less open to objection; but in the United 
States, where the two-party system pre- 
vails, tt would probably bring positive 
government to a standstill 

The remedy for our political tls lies 
net so much in panaceas like proportion- 
al representation as it does in decreas- 
ing the number of elective offices.

PITTSBURG, June 10. 
HAVE been interested in things 
that flew ever since I could re- 
member. The height of my am- 
bition was to learn to fly, but I 
wanted to so badly that I had 
grave doubts as to whether it 
would ever come about. That am- 
bition persisted all through my 
university years and I continued 
to long for even the smallest of 
opportunities. In 1926 I went to 
Wichita, Kan.. and worked for J. 
H. Turner selling -coal. Turner 
happened to be vice president of 
the Travel Air Manufacturing Co., 
and since I haunted the fiying 
fields of a Sunday, and read his 
aeronautical trade magazines when 
{ should have been working, he 
discovered that I was interested in 
aviation. 

There I met Walter Beech who 


later became president of Travel 


Air, I studied and I flew as a pass- 
enger. Things were looking bright- 
er. My resolve strengthened. 
One night in March of 1927 the 
gods smiled—in fact they beamed 
—On me. The telephone rang. 
Walter wanted me to come over to 
his place, something important. I 
got there and was introduced to a 
gray-haired man from San Francis- 
co by the name of Warren. 
“How'd you like to go to Cali- 
fornia with Mr. Warren and-learn 
the airplane business, Louise?” 
Walter asked. I thought there was 
a joker somewhere and said so, but 
there wasn't. They both assured 
me that there would be hard work, 
long hours, and very little money— 
but what did I care? 

The family wailed. They called 
all the relatives. I remained firm. 
Here was my one chance to “crash 
the gates” and not even families 
were going to take it from me. I 
was 21 then. 

On April ist (of all days) my 
mother and father and sister waved 
adieu as Mr. Warren and I took 
off in an OX-5 Travel Air on my 
great adventure. [I was not only 
going out to grasp the big oppor- 
tunity, but on my first long air- 
plane trip. At dusk on April 3, 
1927 we flew over a million fire- 
flies which was San Francisco and 
landed at Crissy Field. Thus was 
I launched upon a career in avia- 
tion. : 
Of course at thaf time there 
were few women in aviation. Al- 
though I thoroughly believed there 
was a big future for women in 
aviation, if there hadn’t been, I 
should have gone undaunted and 
happily on. Once the “air bug”. 
bites, there is no cure for the vic- 
tim. I have known pilots to go 
ragged and hungry, because they 
wanted to stay pilots, refusing 
well paying positions that would 
keep them = on tne a

She patronizes the air lines 
and persuades or hinders her hus- 
band and family in the use of air- 
planes. It is the mothers who bun- 
dle the children off to schools. 
Woman herself offers a large po- 
tential airplane market. Who then, 
can better sell a woman aviationo, 
than a woman?

ET every flight has its thrilis 

—the thrill of beauty, of per- 

fection, limitless space, clouds, 
height, color; always there is the 
thrill of being so gloriously alive, 
of seeing some new sight, of feel- 
ing blasts of clean cool air against 
the face. There is the thrill of 
mastery over a craft that soars 
swiftly and gracefully to your 
slightest touch. 

The first solo flight should be 
thrilling, yet I cannot remember 
having been thrilled—only elated. 
I soloed Feb. 8, 1928, at Oakland, 
Cal. On Dec. 7 of the game year 
I went out after my first woman's 
record, and got it. Not because I 
was a better flyer, but simply be- 
cause the airplane I flew went 
higher than any other. I enjoyed 
that altitude flight more than any 
of the other record flights because 
great heights were strange to me 
as they are to most pilots. I went 
up to 25,000 feet altimeter reading, 
and 20,270 fee? by official baro- 
graph. I was over San Francisco 
Bay, which, from that height, 
looked to be about the size of my 
hand. The Oakland Airport, which 
comprises some 860 acres, could 
easily have been covered with half 
a two-cent stamp. Mountains did 
not stand out at all, the ground ap- 
peared flat.. Oxygen was carried 
and the difficulty of breathing 
through a tube was the only dis- 
turbing factor in the flight. Elean- 
or Smith now holds the altitude 
record, having recently flown to a 
height of slightly over 27,000 feet. 

The altitude flight was easy, for 
it was all over with in an hour 
and a half. I set abont making 
plans to try and get the woman's 
solo endurance record. We built 
a special gasoline tank to fit into 
the front cockpit of an open bi- 
plane, finding that it was neces- 
sary to build the tank so that it
